FIREWORKS CAUSE 
‘North Side Citizens Al 


Fireworks exploded in Illinois street yes- 
terday morning during a celebration of the 
feast of Our Lady of Sorrows by the Italians 
of the Church of the Assumption, alarmed 
residents north of Chicago avenue, and drew 
a crowd to the scene. The fireworks con- 
sisted of about 2,000 bombs 3 on wires 
attached to poles that extended from Frank- 
Un to Market streets in front of the church. 
Sections of twenty small bombs, each mak - 
ing a report as loud as that of a large sized 
toy cannon, were strung between larger 
bombs that exploded like blasts of dynamite. 
The effect was like that of Mauser rifie fire 
by platoons of men with the booming of 
cannon at short Intervals.

Nothing is more essential than to preach 
again the gospel of gladness, of joy, and of 
cheer. The voice of the pessimist is loud in 
all parts of the world. The scholar must be 
optimistic. The distinction between the

clare Boycott Against Mil- 
waukee Products. 


ASK FAIR TREATMENT. 


Fight ‘Involves Bricklayers’ 
| Unions and Manufacturers 
of Both Cities. 


CARROLL STILL A DELEGATE. 


The opening gun in what promises to be a 
bitterly contested fight between not only 
the brick manufacturers of Ohicago and 
Milwaukee but manufacturers of building 
material in general of the two cities, in- 
volving some of the unions of the two cities 
as well, was fired yesterday morning at a 
mass-meeting of the members of the Na- 
tional Brickmakers’ alliance of Cook Coun- 
ty, held at 104 Randolph street. 

The merits of the controversy are set 
forth in the following resolutions, adopted 
by a unanimous vote: 

Whereas, It having come to our knowledge that 
the brick manufacturers of Milwaukee, Wis., have 
made an agreement to pay 40 cents per thousand 
to mason contractors of Milwaukee and 10 cents 
per thousand to the Bricklayers’ union on all 


brick sold and delivered by them, the mason con- 


tractors and union men agreeing in return for 
the above consideration not to purchase or lay 


any Chicago brick, thus allowing the Milwaukee 


brick manufacturers to increase the price of their 
product and compel Milwaukee purchasers to pay 
40 per cent above the price offered by the manu- 
facturers of Illinois; and 

Whereas, We consider it our bounden duty to 
stand by our employers, who pay-us union wages 
and employ union labor, in this fight against the 
Milwaukee manufacturers, trade unions, and ma- 
sons in their attempt to boycott union made and 
union stamped brick and who use and sell scab "’ 
brick at an unreasonable and exorbitant price. 

Be it resolved, That the members of the Na- 
tional Brickmakers’ alliance of Cook County will 
refuse to work for and will declare a strike at 
any brickyard in Cook County the owner or own- 
ers of which shall deliver brick to any job or 
building on which any building material manu- 
factured in the City of Milwaukee shall be used. 

Resolved, That we will use our best endeavors 
to obtain the indorsement of every trade union 
in the City of Chicago and of Milwaukee. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
sent to every brick manufacturer in Chicago 
and Milwaukee and published in all the news- 
papers. 

Central Body to Give Support. 

It is understood the Building Material 
Trades council of Chicago, which is the 
central body with whieh the brickmakers' 
alliance is affiliated, will take the matter up 
at its next meeting and indorse the action of 
the latter body. In that event the issue will 
be sharply drawn between the manufac- 
turers of the two cities, on the one hand to 
secure fair treatment for Chicago brick in 
Milwaukee, and on the other hand to con- 


tinue to keep it out. 

This step was only taken after the failure 
of long continued efforts to secure fair treat- 
ment of the Chicago material. What has 
particularly incensed the brickmakers of 
Chicago with the bricklayers of Milwaukee

made. 


President Carroll Not Retired. 


There is no foundation for the story printed 
most conspicuously in a morning paper yes- 
terday to the effect that Edward Carroll, 
President of the Building Trades council, 
failed of reappointment as a delegate to the 
council from his own union, the plasterers, 
at its meeting on Saturday night. There 
were some delegates to the council appointed 
at the Saturday /night meeting, but they 
were only three in number instead of the 
eight which represents the union in the 
council, and these were appointed simply to 
fill vacancies caused by three delegates hav- 
ing left the city. The three delegates named 
were President Irons, George Carter, and 
G. Holmes. Mr. Carroll's name is said not 
to have been even mentioned during the 
meeting. 

Discuss Street Railway Question. 

The street railway question was the prin- 
cipal subject under discussion at yesterday's 
meeting of the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor, and the discussion brought out the fact 
that the sentiment of the federation fs prac- 
tically umanimous in favor of municipal 
ownership of those properties, The matter 
came up through the receipt of a communi- 
cation from the Street Railway commission 
containing a series of questions touching 
upon practically all the different phases of 
this subject wherein the publie is concerned, 
with the request that the federation return 
answers to the questions at its earliest on- 
verfence. A committee consisting of Bar- 
ney Berlin, A. J- Blakely of the printers, 
and T. F. Kennedy of the musicians was 
appointéa to draw up a reply to the com- 
munication, which is to be made a special 
order at the next meeting of the federation. 

Delegate Braunschweig of the woodwork- 
ers reported that of the forty-two mills which 
were struck at the beginning of the pending 
trouble between the millmen and the wood- 
workers twenty-nine had signed the agree- 
ment and 780 men had returned to work, 
leaving but 328 men still out. 

Say It Is Retaliation. 

kee, Sept. 16.— [Special. I— The ac- 
theo Chicago Brickmakers’ alliance in 
declaring a boycott on Milwaukee brick is 
simp.y a retauatory measure on the Mi.wau- 
kee manufacturers. The trust here has en- 
tered into an agreement with the local con- 
tractors and the union of prickiayers that 
they shall not use or lay Chicago brick. The 
contractors receive a rebate from the iocal 
brickmakers of 40 cents per thousand, and 
the brick manufacturers pay a bonus to the 
Bricklayers’ union of 10 cents per thousand 
for hand.ing nothing but Milwaukee brick. 
In addition to this discrimination the freight 
rates on brick from Chicago have been in- 
creased about SO cents per thousand. 
These conditions have resu-ted in practical- 
ly driving out brick made outside of this city, 
and the Milwaukee men are now trying to 
get the Chicago market.

It is one of 
these addressed to all who love the truth 
in London,” announcing the planks of his 
platform, that calls forth the Daily Mail 
article. 

His initial appeal to the weakminded 
whe have money to spare,” says the Mail, 
“is a sample of effrontery that is somewhat 
starting.“ 


Questions Sincerity of Purpose. 

After quoting his manifesto the Daily 
Mail adds: Dowie claims the divine pow- 
ers of healing, but the fundamental tenet of 
his Zionistic creed is summed up in his 
anxiety to obtain converts with money to 
assist him in his schemes, rather than those 
not blessed with worldly goods.“ 

To appeal more strongly to the British 
Dowie's announcements of meetings are all 
accompanied by large pictures of himself 
dressed in a surplice such as worn by vicars 
of the Church of England.

MOB EXPELS A DOWIE ELDER. 


Ephraim Bassinger Driven from Mans- 
field, O.,and His Host’s House 
Is Wrecked. 


. Mansfield, O., Sept. 16.— [Special. I—Mans- 
field was again the scene of an anti-Dowie 
demonstration this morning. 

The Dowieites held morning services at 
the home of E. H. Leiby, the leader of the 
local Zionites. A crowd soon gathered 
around the house, which rapidly increased 
to a mob of 1,500 persons. The house was 
stoned and windows were demolished. Lead- 
ers of the mob entered the house and offered 
Bassinger safe conduct out of the city if he 
would leave at once.

POLICE STATION FLOOD 
CAUSED BY BOGUS COIN 
~ HIDDEN IN SEWER PIPE. 


Sock Full of 25-Cent Pieces Found in 
Cell Lately Occupied by Charles Wal- 
lace, Charged with Handling Coun- 
terfeit Money. 


Spurious 25-cent pleces were found stuffed 
in a sewer pipe in a cell in the South Chieago 
Police Station yesterday. The first indica- 
tion that something was wrong with the 
pipe was when the water backed up to the 
floor of the cells. Investigation revealed sev- 
eral quarters near the opening of the pipe, 
and search led to the finding of a man’s sock 
full of new coins.

TWICE FORTUNE SLIPS AWAY. 


Peter White, Who Dies in Toledo, a Vic- 
tim of Chicago Fire and of the 
Panic of 1873. 


Peter White, who died at Toledo, O., Fri- 
day night, was for many years a well-known 
figure in Chicago. He was born in Kilkenny, 
Ireland, and came to America when 19 years 
of age. He remained at Albany, N. Y., a 
short time, and then started westward over- 
land. He went te California during the be- 
ginning of the gold excitement and was one 
of the original Forty-niners.“ There he 
engaged in mining and was successful. 

Coming to Chicago in 1860, he engaged in 
the malting business as a member of the 
firm.of Doyle & Co., which occupied the 
block bounded by Scott, Goethe, Astor, and 
State streets. The great fire swept away all 
his possessions, but he regained his fortune 
to a limited extent, only to lose it again in 
the panic of 1873, 

He then moved to Colorado, being at Lead- 
ville during the silver discoveries, where he 
again built up a fortune. The year 1885 
found him in Montana as Division Superin- 
tendent of the Northern Pacific railroad. In 
1891, while in charge of a relief train on its 
way to assist a snow bound train, he was 
severely injured in a wreck. Two years later 
he moved to Toledo, where he made his home 
with his daughter, Mrs. William F. Malone, 
until his death. 

Mr. White was married te Joanna Doyle in 
She died in 1870.

The monkeys 
are yet outside, and it is not certain when 
they will be taken care of. Last evening 
they kept up a constant chatter, as though 
protesting against such treatment. Later 
they will be taken inside, as will be the 
more delicate of the water fowls which are 
natives of tropical climates.

VALUES OF FOODS. 
Professor Atwater, the Connecticut scien- 


: tist, whose recent indorsement of alcohol 


as food has created such consternation in 
the Prohibition party and the W. C. T. U., 
has just finished a series of experiments in 
the values of foods which show that most 
persons are eating the wrong food for the 
development of physical strength and brain 
power.. His theories if put in operation 
must revolutionize the table and many ar- 
ticles of food now esteemed as healthy, such 
as sirloin steaks, English mutton chops, 
veal chops, eggs, oysters, most kinds of 


fsh, oatmeal, and wheat products, and all 
vegetables except potatoes, turnips, 


and 
beans, will disappear from the menus. 

The two foods which hive the most value, 
according to the Connecticut savant, are fat 
salt pork and corn meal—an announcement 
which will be hailed with satisfaction in

© fried chicken, which, by the way, does not 


figure in the professor's experiments. Pork 
and corn meal, he says, are ideal producers 
of heat and energy for the human body. 
Next to these delicacies comes the dried 
white bean, which in its baked form was 
invented by the Pilgrim Fathers, who, it 
must be confessed, were a sturdy lot. The 
professor's announcement of the heat and 
energy values of baked beans will be hailed 
With acclamation all along the shores of

It is to the contents of the 
old earthen bean pot that the fishermen

Professor Atwater places little reliance 
upon fish as producers of heat and energy. 


He thinks biuefish is rich in nutrient mat- 


ter, but lays special stress upon the 
values of salt codfish and salt mackerel. 
Wheat and oats products he rejects en- 
tirely, but corn meal with its accompani- 
ment of salt pork stands at the head of 
the list, while among the vegetables be 
selects beans, turnips, and potatoes as a 
safe diet. He also praises the value of 
sugar ag a nutrient, which is pot his own 
discovery, as its value was tested some 
time since and it has now become à con- 
spicuous food upon the training tables of 
the college athletes. The Professor, how- 
ever, in this connection makes a recom- 
mendation which will fill the souls of 
mothers with horror and the hearts of chil- 
dren with delight, for he advocates candy 
as one of the most nutritious of the foods. 
Assuming that the professor is correct 
in his deductions, he will find some dif- 


- ficulty in securing the adoption of his 


theories. Few people will be content to live 
upon salt pork, corn meal, salt mackerel, 
baked beans, turnips, salt codfish, and 
candy. Fewer still will agree with him 


that the shoulder of mutton is better tor

He dealt Mr. Bryan many hard raps, but 
the hardest was as regards that gentle 
man’s present specialty of “ imperialism,” 
which he “had up his sleeve” when the 
treaty of peace was before the Senate.

I call him a hypocrite because, like my 
friends, Senator Lodge and Senator Hanna, I 
know the motive which inspired ‘the action on 
his part to ratify the treaty. You told me then, 
but I could hardly believe it was true, and I now 
see that it was true, and that he is acting the part 
of a consummate hypocrite in all his connection 
and advocacy of his opposition to the President 
on that question. 

It appears that Senator Hanna is a 
shrewd judge of human nature. Hesaw in 
January and February, 1899, what Bryan’s 
game was. Senator Hoar, who did not un- 
derstand it then, does now, So do all intelli- 
gent men. The “plain people,” with all 
the facts before them, cabnot be made to 
believe that Bryan, who a year and a half 
ago used all his influence to have that treaty 
ratified which gave the Philippine Islands 
to the United States, is sincere now in his 
outcry against imperialism.” It is mani- 
fest, as Senator Hanna says, “that when 
Mr. Bryan favored ratification” the pur- 
poses he had in view were purely political 
—to make ‘an issue, possibly a paramount 
issue, in the coming campaign.” 

The people know why Mr. Bryan has 
labored patiently and long to make im- 
perialism the issue. It was that he might 
get away from another issue—that of free 
silver. It is true that in order to hold the 
Populist vote he forced the reluctant Kan- 
sas City convention to reaffirm the demand 
for “16 to 1.“ But after the convention 
had yielded to his orders he felt like Pyrr- 
hus, that another such victory would undo 
him, and since then the free coinage of 
silver has been à neglected topic and im- 
perialism has Been the burden of his song. 
His tricks and shifts have not deceived the 
people. He may keep on saying ah, my 
friends,” with great unction after the man- 
ner of Mr, Chadband, and discoursing tear- 
fully on the horrors of “ imperialism,” but

The police are hunting for a peddler who 
ran away at the sight of a patrolman, leay- 
ing behind him his horse and wagon, a load 
of vegetables, and a peck measure which 
had a false bottom two inches from the real 
bottom. On the same day that this false 
measure was found the police arrested a 
coal dealer on a charge of delivering four 
tons of coal which were 2,100 pounds short 
of full weight. If the coal dealer is guilty 
as charged he has been defrauding his cus- 
tomers on a grander scale than the fugitive 
peddler of vegetables. From a legal point 
of view the former is the greater offender, if 
guilty. From a mora) point of view the 
latter is. 
The extremely poor are the chief sufferers 
from short weights and measures. e man 
who buys coal by the bushel basket cannot 
defend himself against fraud so effectively 
as the man who buys coal in four-ton lots. 
For one well-to-do person who is cheated oc- 
casionally on a grand scale there are a thou- 
sand quite poor people who are being cheated . 
constantly on so small a scale that they do 
not suspect they are being swindled, or, if 
they do have suspicions, they do not know 
how to go to work to verify them. They 
submit to extortion. | 

The man who earnz a dollar a day and 
is cheated out of five cents is harder hit than 
the one who earns $10 a day and is cheated 
out of 50 cents. The percentage of loss is 
the same in each case; but the one with the 
smaller income is the worse off, for all his 
income is needed to buy the necessaries of 
life. He cannot afford to lose a cent. The 
poor are the ones who need the most pro- 
tection against the “divers weights and 
divers measures which are“ an abomina- 
tion to the Lord,” aud the municipal au- 
thorities should be untiring in their warfare 
on those abominations, 

The poor buy in small quantities and pay 
more per ounce or pint than they would pay 
if able to buy in larger quantities. They 
make their purchases on credit to a con- 
siderable extent, and are charged more than 
if they paid cash. They are compelled 
usually to buy from small neighborhood 
dealers, whose prices are often higher than 
those charged in larger stores, even though 
the goods may be of inferiorquality. These 
are disadvantages enough. That of the con- 
stant filching from scanty earnings through 
false weights and measures should not be 
added to them. agen

“Clean Up.” Behind its grim humor there 
lies a stern determination that is one of the

Even so did 
Chicago rise out of its ashes twenty-nine 
years ago. There is no reason why a 
greater Galveston should not speedily rise

This is slightly better than 
showing a decrease, like aha and Lin- 
coln, but it is a poor record compared with 
the vast majority of cities in the same class 
with Topeka.

“THE YOUNG MAN ABSALOM.” 

Mr. Bryah desires to press upon every 
father and mother the question, Is the 
young man Absalom safe? This is the 
Bible text he took last Saturday when he 
preached his sermon on the industrial and 
political conditions which confront the 
young man of today, conditions which, ac- 
cording to Mr, Bryan and Mr. Croker, both 
of whom have sons to care for, are sad in- 
deed. 

This text was not well chosen. It is a 
reflection on the young men of this day and 


of them. He was a bed son, which most 
American youths are not, “The young 
man Absalom” had a powerful and loving 


_ father and had every inducement to behave 


himself. But he took to riotous living. He 
was governed by the advice of demagogues 
instead of that of statesmen. He rebelled 
against King David, his father, and the 
result was that he died as the fool dieth.“ 

Probably Mr. Bryan has a fellow-feeling 
for Absalom, who, like himself, tried to 
get a high office and was defeated. Absa- 
lom was no believer in law and order. 
Neither is Mr. Bryan, But no matter what 
may be the industrial conditions obtaining

UNIFORM PATENT ROYALTIES. 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ association 
is asking the opinions of its members and 
of other manufacturers concerning a bill 
now pending in Congress before the House 
Committee on Patents which provides that 
any owner of a patent shall be required to 
sell to all who apply the right to manufac* 
ture the article tovered by his patent at a 
reyalty to be fixed by the Commissioner of 
Patents. This royalty is to be based upon 
the estimated cost of manufacture, is not 
to be legs than 1 nor more than 10 per cent 
of such estimated cost, is to be subject to 
revision every two years, and is to be paid 
over to the Commissioner of Patents, who, 
‘after deducting not more than 10 per cent 
for clerk hire and other expenses, is to re- 
mit the balance to the patentee. Various 
provisions are also made for insuring honest 
observance of the law by persons exercising 
the right of manufacture. 

It would greatly reduce the temptations 
to infringements and would promote the 
wider use of patents if there were fair 
terms established on which any patented 
article could be preduced by any manufac- 
turer. Aside, however, from the difficulties 
of securing honest accounting by licensee 
manufacturers the proposed basis for fixing 
royalties appears arbitrary and crude. The 
bill would have the patentee paid a royalty 
based on the estimated cost of manufacture 
and ranging from 1 to 10 per cent of that 
cost. But there is no natural relationship 


ented article and the cost of inventing it. 

The important special privileges conferred 
by letters patent are not based upon any 
absolute right thereto in the patentee. His 
power to excinde not only the public but 
even a subsequent inventor of the same 
device from copying or reproducing his ar- 
ticle is a privilege conferred rather than 
a right recognized; and if such privileges, 
as appears often to be the case, are exer- 
cised in a narrow spirit of greed rather than 
in a manner calculated te serve broad so- 
cial ends, it is quite competent for the gov- 
ernment to decline ta confer or to continue 
this right of exclusion except upon condi- 
tions calculated to secure these ends. Grant- 
ing this broad principle, however, the bill 
in question seems hardly to commend itself 
as an adequate and promising measure for 
insuring that result. Some more carefully 
conceived scheme will yet have to be de- 
vised before patents can be rendered avail- 
able to all on uniform terms, approved as 
approximately fair. 


COLLECTING MUNICIPAL LITERATURE. 
The best collection in this city of depart- 
mental reports, city charters, and ordi- 
nances, and also semi-public documents, is 
to be found in the John Crerar Library, and 
even that collection is meager and frag- 
mentary. It has recently been decided, 
however, to assign to a particular member 
of the staff at the beginning of next year 
the duty of extending this particular branch 
of the library and of keeping it up to date. 
It is exceedingly desirable that there 
should be a carefully gathered and well 
administered local collection of material 
on municipal government. Its practical 
value is greater than is generally appreci- 
ated, and the efforts of the Crerar Library 
to supply the need are to be commended, 


a move in the same direction, which, though 
narrower in its scope, is calculated to result 
in bringing together a valuable body of 
material on an important subject. Acting 
on a request from the secretary of the 
special Street Railway committee—a re- 
quest prompted by the needs of that com- 
mittee—the managing board has just de- 
cided to make a collection, so far as may 
be possible, of all the franchises of various 
sorts granted by cities of 100,000 population 
or more in this country. 

The board will perhaps be surprised to 
legrn of the casual manner in which some 
cities have treated franchise records, and, 
consequently, how difficult it frequently is 
to secure copies.

| AMONG THE NEW BooKs. | 


WO books by Marie Corelli have recent- 
ly appeared frem the press of the Lip- 
pincott company, and a third has just 
come from another firm. This review 
has to do only with the plece of fiction 

called Bey; A Sketeh,“ and the scolding 
brochure called Patriotism; or, Self-Ad- 
vertisement.”’ 

Taking the less important first, it may be 
remarked that Miss Cerelll shows herself in 
this brochure to be fully competent to speak 
on the subject of self-advertisement. The 
booklet consists mainly of a sensational at- 
tack upon Rudyard Kipling for having writ- 
ten An Absent-Minded Beggar.“ The au- 
thor charges that this was only one example 
of a craze for self- advertisement at the ex- 
pense of the Tommies who were fighting and 
dying in south Africa, and she proceeds to 
flagellate the British public in general over 
Mr. Kipling’s shoulder. This is Miss Corelli's 
view of the way in which she can most 
effectively do a little self-advertising on her 


own score. 


She does not forget to indulge in her usual 
tirade against the British newspapers, but 
her sorest grievance is the word beggars ”’ 
in Mr. Kipling’s song. The untrained and 
illiterate persons employed—for the sake of 
cheapness—on certain of the newspapers 
are reminded by this scolding critic that the 
English language is not the only one spoken 
in the world and that in these other lan- 
guages the word “‘ beggar '’ becomes a term 
of reproach. She indulges in many weak 
platitudes of this sort. incidentally hitting 
the nail on the head occasionally with re- 
marks like that about the discouragements 
maintained against British farming, owing 
to which “ theusands of us are eating French 
eggs with our American bacon every morn- 
ing. She charges titled Women with using 
ae such as an uncultured peasant 
would blush to listen to,“ and says no self- 
respecting Tommy Atkins would con- 
descend to the toad-level of certain million- 
aires, who offer £150 to sit at a table next to 
the Prince of Wales.“ She adds that she 
wishes every snob in the social swim would 
pay £150 every time he or she is permitted 
to sit next to a lady or gentleman. The tract 
is a fair example of Miss Corelli in her scold- 
ing mood. 

— 

Boy deals in platitudes of another sort. 
Just why Miss Corelli should elect to write 
a story illustrating theories that have beén 
universally accepted for years is not ap- 
parent, but that is what she has done in 
Boy.“ Pages and pages of educational 
banalities are stated with as much solemnity 
and complacent egotism as if the author had 
herself evolved them. Perhaps she did, but 


it seems hardly possible that she has not | 


read Dickens, or Besant, or heard of Froebel 
or Pestalozal. 

Miss Corelli has taken Boy, a 8-year-old 
baby, and given him a drunkard for a father, 
a sloven for a mother, and other conditions 
of environment to match. She follows him 
from the time he sits in his high feeding 
chair,’’ watching the antics of his drunken 
father with sympathetic baby talk, to his 
death on the Transvaal battlefield, noting 
with astonishing minuteness every impress 
on his mind and character. She looks into 


his great, blue baby eyes, staring blankly 


into his father’s face, and tells the reader 
not only what angelic thoughts are filling 
Boy's golden crowned head, but the mental 
process that is taking place in his subcon- 
sciousness. This is an original undertaking. 
The greatest educators and the most pro- 
found psychologists have never brought 
quite such specific results from the depths 


of their researches. The development of the 


moral and physical man being governed by 
the mental condition, and that being in turn 
governed by the environment, Miss Corellf s 
baby is evolved into a man before the eyes 
with the processes of the evolution all re- 
vealed. 

Of course he is a bad man; Miss Corelli 
intended from the first that he should be, and 
she arranges with obvious difficulty several 
scenes to show just how depraved he is. 


At last, however, he reforms and enters the 


army as a private after having been ex- 
pelled as an officer for drunkenness. This 
praiseworthy act of Boy’s is the result of a 
good woman's influence that came for a 
month into his life when he was 9 years old. 
It is also the influence that saves him when 
he is about to tumble from the precipice of 
despair into crime. Accompanying the story 


| of Boy is a thread of romance, trite, stereo- 


typed, and even maudlin. The book is tire- 
some. |
